On Saturday evening, four. very, popular pieces. wera performed. at 
this Theatre, viz.. The Sister,of Charity, Lying made. Kasy, Gretna: 
Green, and The Waterman, but, owing to the inclemency of the 
weather, the house was very thin. aptil half-price. His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Gloucester was present, at the commencement of. The 
Sister of Charity, and appeared highly delighted by the excellent act- 
ing of Miss Kelly, J. Vining, and’ Harriet Cawse. During the per- 
fermance of the second piece, Lying made Easy, he was joined’ by 
his: sister, the Princess Sophia, when: a very animated conversation’ 
immediately took plaee, and certainly ina much too elevated tone con-’ 
sidering where they:were: this¢he audience, probably-‘not aware: of' 
the rank of the disturbers, highly resented, and finding oties’ of si+ 
lence not attended to, loudly hissed, when the tete a tete was continued 
piu sotto voce. 
After the half-price was admitted, some one’cried out, “TheDake of. 
Gloncester ! God save the King ;’' the call soon became pretty general, , 
and the, excbestra began the National air, but this did aot satisfy the: 
loyal part of the audience, and on the performers attempting te come: 
menceGreinaGreen, loud cries of ‘Off, off’ and ‘ Song, song * resound-" 
ed through the house ;—Mr, Bartley immediately stept forward, and 
said, ‘* Ladies and Gentlemen, the singers are unfortunately, changing: 
their dresses for the next piece, but; if; you will have the: kindness’ tov 
wait till the end of Gretna Green, ‘God save the kidg,’ shal] then be! 
sung ;” this.addreas, was received with great applause, and atthe ead, 
of Gretna Green, our National anthem:was susg, (but we must: say: 
in a very indifferent manner) the audience all standing, and the Dake; 
as in duty bound, bowing for the compliment. His Royal Sister, how-. 
ever, either not taking any part.of the compliment to herself, oran- 
gry at ‘the previous want.ef gallantry displayed by: John Bull) never: 
bent her royal knees, but looked ‘on with an air of perfect indifference: '

Dapmarket Cheatre: 

Tue agreeable petite comedie of The.Rencontre, was performed here 
on Saturday night. Farrep played the Baron de Bonceur in his best 
manner: the.scene where. he attempts to reconcile his . niece and her: 
60% disant husband ; and that in which he is provoked to fight’a duel 
with Major Moustache ; were’ most humorously acted, and‘ excited 
great laughter and applause. ‘Tlie characters of Madame de Mer- 
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ville, Justine, and Colonel de Courcy, were cleverly supported by Miss 
F. H. Kelly, Mrs. Hamby, and Mr. Cooper. Mr. Western was St. 
Leon : he does net the least improve in his acting, nor does his sing- 
ing make amends for his bad acting) Paul Pry was the second piece, 
and though so often repeated, went off with all the spirit of a new 
favorite instead of an old one. Mrs. Glover’s Mrs. Subtle is one of 
the most perfect pieces. of aeting we know of ;—nothing cao surrass 
the skilfol manner in which she plays upon Witherton, to induce him 
to make her proposals; indeed, the whole part abounds with marks 
of genius. Bursts of laughter greeted Liston every time he appeared, 
and proved beyond controversy that-he was notconsidered an intruder. 
The Happiest Day of my Life'was afterwards acted, for the eleventh 
time, and closed a most laughable and amusing entertainment.
